Four assessment districts for 
the improvement of streets have 
been plotted by J. F. Davidson, 
consulting engineer of Riverside, 
who has completed a prelimi 
nary survey at the direction of 
city council. 
During the past few months— 
and in several cases long before 
that—residents of these 
areas 
have appealed to council in per­ 
son or by petition to have the 
streets near their homes repaired 
or paved. 


COUNCIL TOOK these matters 
under advisement, and started a 
study of the over all 
problem. 
Al its last meeting, November 
12, after hearing several requests 
for paving. Councilman Ted Mc­ 
Kinney 
moved that action be 
taken on the Sonora road proj­ 
ect,

During these busv Fall days, 
we would usually like to find 
some short cut method of hav­ 
ing masses of color immediately, 
with 
l i t t I-e effort, 
lasting 
effect, arid of course, “something 
that won’t freeze!” 
At first this might seem like 
a very difficult order to fill, but 
modern landscape planning has 
¡learned some very neat solutions 
to such problems. The answer 
to the individual question natu­ 
rally depends upon the individ­ 
ual problem. Each garden is dif- 
deignt, .just as the individual 
.who'owOs it, and it is my earnest 
■contention that it should he kept 
this way. You may admire your 
neighbor's garden or some ma- 
•tgrial in that garden, but be sure 
in adapting it to vour location 
that it fits in with your scheme, 
your architecture, the size of 
your plot and the proper sun 
and wind exposures and the 
•amount of care that you are able 
;to give'it. 
LET ME EXPLAIN this more 
fully by supposing that you ad­ 
mire the front planing at your 
neighbor’s house across the 
street. "Ljarge leafed tropicals at 
"ihe base of the house, white pri­ 
mula malacoides in front of that 
with a border of blue lobelia. 
Very cffec ive colorful and well- 
kept looking, so you want the 
same arrangement ior something 
very similari by your front door! 
If you are about to plant such 
■material, then this is the point 


at which you need help. Your 
neighbor’s house faces north and 
ihe planting which he lias used 
is for the shaded areas. Your 
house is across the -street and 
so faces south and catches the 
full sun. Your shade materials 
will be lost before you have had 
any enjoyment of them. How­ 
ever, do not feel at this point 
that you cannot have a beauti­ 
ful entrance planting. Just re­ 
verse the scheme, and use the 
sun-loving bougainvilleas, teco- 
mas, I a n t a n a s, 
phlox, 
ofin planting can give you t 
color scheme which is most ap­ 
propriate with your home. The 
orange and yellows and bronzes 
together,- or the pinks, fuchsias 
and blues. 
Now back to the thought of 
some quick color immediately. 
The lawns and some bedding 
plants are probably in by now, 
so the additional color which you 
wish toViblain, can be found in 
potted, boxed or container m a­ 
terials. 
GO TO THE NURSERIES and 
shop for the colors that you like. 
There will be all manner of 
shrubs, vines, annuals and per­ 
ennials in bloom and from which 
you can choose your favorites. 
If th'e containers are not w'hat 
you want, thp plants can he 
transferred to those that you 
do like. But this part is most 
important—be sure to tell your 


nurseryman where you expect to 
use this material so that he will 
be able to tell you whether or 
not it will grow in such a loca­ 
tion. The fortunate point about 
tubs and boxes and pots is that 
they can be moved easily if the 
location is not what they re­ 
quire. 
Pyracantha in tubs is a cheery 
note for the holiday season. This 
can be obtained in bush, tree, 
pyramid or espaliered form and 
is a great local favorite. The 
colorful berries say "welcome” 
all Winter long and will con­ 
tinue in sun or shade and fol­ 
low up with white bloom in the 
Spring. Chrysanthemums in gal­ 
lon cans or pots can be trans­ 
planted even though they are in 
blbom and will give color and 
culling material for some time 
to come, then can be divided and 
set out later. This is true also 
of marguerites in colors of white 
or yellow. 
fry planting some bulbs in 
pots so lhat in Spring you will 
have the brightest of fresh i low­ 
ers. Any good green leafed shrub 
like Euonymous. or Legustrum 
texanum or Virbunums in the 
center of a large tub or box and 
surrounded with colorful bedding 
plants, is a very welcome note 
in a patio or difficult corner, and 
you can plant this yourself!

Recently we complimented an 
alert housewife on her unusual 
powers of observation that led to 
the apprehension of two profes- | 
sional’ burglars in a distant 
Texas city. 
Since then numerous persons 
have asked how they too might 
cooperate with the police and 
thereby protect against the dep­ 
redations of criminals and make 
Palm Springs an even safer place 
in which to live. 
We might s’art by saying that 
we consider good judgment and 
common sense as fundamental 
and essential to the make-up of 
a good law enforcement officer. 
11 he has these natural qualities 
the other necessary skills may­ 
be acquired. 
SO WHEN A CITIZEN observes 
a suspicious acting person in his 
neighborhood, department store 
or on the highway it is not wise 
to attempt a personal investiga­ 
tion and play the role of de­ 
tective. You may get hurt. 
Note the person's description, 
a license number, a house num­ 
ber or anything that will be 
helpful in establishing identifi­ 
cation and call the police de­ 
partment. 
If you hear unusual noises at 
your home or in your neighbor­ 
hood do not turn on additional 
lights, make unnecessary noise 
or start on an investigation. By 
' doing so, you will not only put 
the prowler on the alert, but, if 
he has criminal intent, you may 
prevent his capture. 
This is especially true if, upon 
your return home after an ab­ 
sence, you observe the lighting 
a r r a n g e m e n t s have been 
changed. Go to a telephone, ex­ 
plain what has happened, give 
your name, address and tele­ 
phone number. The police will 
respond immediately. 
IF YOU FIND EVIDENCE that 
your home has been entered dur­ 
ing your absence, DO NOT DIS­ 
TURB ANYTHING! 
Telephone 
the police department immedi­ 
ately, using a neighbor's phone 
if possible. Do not tduch any­ 
thing. You may destroy ve'uable 
evidence such as fingerprints, 
etc., which may lead to the ap­ 
prehension 
of 
the criminal 
t h r o u g h technical laboratory 
tests. 
Again I repeat. DO NOT 
TOUCH ANYTHING UJJT1L THE 
POLICE HAVE ARRIVED! 
When leaving your house— 
and this is especially true in 
our Village—there are a few 
standard cautions that should be 
followed: 
1. Be sure to leave a light 
burning. A second light upstairs 
is also recommended. 
2. Never leave notes stating 
when you will return. That is 
really extending the “welcome" 
sign to a burglar. 
3. Never leave a key to your 
house under the mat, in the 
mail box or hanging on a nail 
by the door. This is an elemen­ 
tary "don’t.” If you must leave 
a key, give it to your neighbor 
and tell him how long you will 
be gone. Ask him not to give 
that information to someone he 
doesn't know. 
4. KEEP GARAGE doors closed 
—if open they shout the fact 
that you are absent. 
5. Upon leaving for an ex­ 
tended stay notify the police de­ 
partment. We will make periodic 
checks to protect the property. 
6. Stop milk and newspaper 
deliveries. Ask your neighbor to 
pick up mail and miscellaneous 
advertising which might collect 
on the porch or front yard. 
7. Valuables such as money, 
bonds and jewelry should be re­ 
moved from the house. Never 
hide these tilings under the mat­ 
tress, rugs or in a dish. The 
burglars look there first. 
8. Ascertain if there are any 
outstanding keys to your resi­ 
dence that may be in the posses­ 
sion of former tenants or ser­ 
vants. Use of such keys is quite 
common. It costs very little to 
have your locks changed. The 
old style “bit key” type can be 
opened by any ten-cent pass key. 
Next week I’ll list a few more 
precautions that may be taken— 
with profit—by resident and mer­ 
chant alike.

Twice each year I have to 
write a weekly let'er two weeks 
in advance of the date you read 
it in the papers. I will be driving 
across country, west or east, 
from or to a session of Congress. 
Now, it’s bad enough, in these 
last changing times to write the 
I letter a week ahead; you can 
see the s'rain two weeks puts in 
my crystal ball! 
For example, you want to 
know who will be in the new 
Cabinet, and what the 83rd Con­ 
gress will do on various impor­ 
tant matters, it was fairly well 
understood 
that Mr. 
Dulles 
would be the Secretary of State, 
and I find no mourning, in the 
parts of America I have visited, 
over the idea that the present 
Secretary of State will be re­ 
placed, and promptly. It was 
thought that Mr. Wilson, who 
was doing an excellent job in 
Washington, in the early months 
of the Korean "war," until he 
couldn’t stand conditions any 
longer, would be asked to take 
the defense portfolio. But I would 
have told you, up to the news 
release, that the Secretary of the 
Interior would be Senator Guy 
Cordon, of Oregon, an able man 
and a friend of mine on the Sen­ 
ate Appropriations Committee. 
With Governor McKay, aiso of 
Oregon, the geographic location 
is good; he is from the west, and 
he is not from one of the upper 
or the lower basin states, and 
therefore not personally involved 
in what may well be one of the 
principal discussions of the com­ 
ing Congress. 
I STILL THINK Representative 
Hope will be the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and that will be 
good. Mr. Stasscn has been sug­ 
gested for Labor; Mr. Adams for 
Commerce (although I person­ 
ally know he has had a desire 
for years to be Ambassador to 
Canada), and Mr. Summerfield 
will be asked to be Postmaster- 
General. My crystal ball is 
cloudy on Treasury, and «Attor­ 
ney-General. Governor Warren is 
still in the picture for the latter. 
As to actions by the Congress. 
I will take my courage in hand 
and "predict" the following (and 
I surely will have as good a per­ 
centage as one well-known com­ 
mentator and columnist who 
bats regularly less than 50 per 
cent correct, even though many 
of his "predictions” have already 
appeared as news Items in the 
papers!): 
SPENDING: a definite reduc­ 
tion; an elimination of waste 
and duplications; a move toward 
fhe end of deficits, just as soon 
as war spending lets down. That 
may be sooner than you think, 
as the money actually spent in 
a fiscal year as compared with 
the money obligated, should be 
down in not over 18 monttis. 
TAXES: 
Definitely reduced. 
Excess, or nuisance laxos al­ 
lowed to die out. As in the 80th 
Congress, the income tax reduced 
for the smaller taxpayers, and 
possibly some again taken off 
the rolls. 
UN: A good housccleaning. 
COMMUNISTS: The "welcome” 
mat will he removed. Hard lime 
ahead for the pinkos. FOREIGN 
POLICY: Just a return to the 
good old American policy of 
helping people who help them­ 
selves. Reasonable returns for 
the money spent. Rising morale 
all over the world. Revival of the 
friendships we have lost in the 
past seven years. 
So much for that. I don’t want 
lo strain the crystal hall. And 
don't forget that the outstanding 
example of justice and retribu­ 
tion, of the year, is the fact that 
Sena'or Joe McCarthy, who will 
he recorded by history as a great 
American, just as soon as people 
start reading what he himself 
said, and not what the State De­ 
partment leftists say he said, 
will, tinder Senate seniority, be­ 
come the chairman of ihc com

— now It is Colonel Frank Kurtz, 
and how he earned the title is 
a story in itself. 
Eleven years ago, just before 
Pearl Harbor. Frank flow over 
to tile Philippines as a lie u ten ­ 
ant In the 19th bom bing group 
and w as stationed a t Clark field. 
M anila, w hen the Jap s m oved in 
After the very first bom bing of 
M anila by the Japs. Frank woke 
up in a shell hole, looked around 
for his crew and found them all 
dead. Then he w as sent to Java 
as liaison officer betw een the 
IT. S. forces and the D utch a l­ 
lies. 
W hile 
the Jap s 
w ere in ­ 
vading Java. Frank rescued fifty 
fighter pilots and flew them all 
safely to A ustralia in a 
B-17. 
W hen th ey took off. the plane 
w as so over loaded, it w as very 
doubtful th at they could m ake 
it. 
Just 
before 
he 
left 
Java, 
Frank got a phone call through 
to his wife, Margo, in the United 
States to let her know 
w here he 
w as headed 
for. She could hear 
the Japs bom bing just two m iles 
from w here her husband w as 
and the noise was so terrific she 
barely got the m essage w hen the 
Japs 
cut 
all 
com m unications. 
From then on, she knew nothing 
of his fate until he got to A us­ 
tralia. Ju st to show how a per­ 
son's m ind works at a tim e like 
that. M argo says her first con­ 
cern, w hen she realized Frank 
w as phoning from Java, w as how 
much 
th e 
call 
w as 
costing 
Frank say s he left it for the 
Jans to pay. 
In A ustralia. Frank w as a p ­ 
pointed Aide to G eneral 
Erett. 
com m anding 
general 
of 
the 
Southw est Pacific, and w as put 
in com m and of "The Swoose," 
w hich got its nam e from one of 
the crew because it w as only 
half of an original Boeing bom b­ 
er and h a lf spare parts. In A ug­ 
ust. 1912. Frank and his crew 
flew it across the Pacific and 
broke th e Pacific record, m a k ­ 
ing it the only bom ber of the 
original group to survive an d re­ 
turn to th e United States. D ur­ 
ing this tim e, he flew G eneral 
Brett and all the visiting d ig n i­ 
taries around the w ar zone, and 
w as assigned to meet Mrs. D oug­ 
las M acA rthur and escort her to 
her hotel when she arrived in 
A ustralia from Corrigidor.

Frank organized and trained the 
heavy 
bom b 
<*roup 
and 
took 
them to the w ar zone in Itaiv in 
1913 to jo in the 13th Air Force. 
He and his crew flew 60 m is­ 
sions—bom bing several fam iliar 
places w here he and Dutch Sm ith 
had 
given 
diving 
exhibitions 
afte r the 1932 Olym pics in w hich 
Frank placed third in the divine. 
M ickey Riley second, and Dutch 
w inning first place. 
The story of Frank Kurtz and 
his “Swoose” was published in 
the April an d May. 1943. issues 
of the R eader’s Digest under the 
title of "O ueens Die 
Proudly” 
and then 
it was published in 
book form. The "Swoose” w as 
sent to W ashington. D. C., to be 
placed in 
the Sm ithsonian 
In ­ 
stitute. W hile Frank was aw ay 
fighting the W’ar, M argo occu­ 
pied her tim e by w riting a most 
in cresting book portraying her 
life as th e w ife of a fam ous flier, 
and w ar hero.
